‘war which ended with the | Nationalist 
evolution. Of the survivors of this turbulent 
period, Feng Yu-hsiang is a penitent Nationalist4' 
fand member of the Kuomintang, and so fs Yen 
Hsi-shan, who slill clings to his native Shansi 
with the somewhat. benevolent approval of 
Chungking. Chi Hsich-yuan, who was the local 
warlord with his capital at Nanking, is stil 
fhate and hearty and was recently mentioned as 
incumbent of a high position in one of the new 
regimes.

Broadcast Breezes 


‘The immunity of the German Freedom broad- 
casts, which ditseminate the most violent anti- 
Hitler “profayanda inside ‘the confines of tho 
Reich itself, has been a puzzle to most observ= 
fers who. are familiar with the many devices 
now in use for “spotting” broadcasting stations, 
This immunity may, of course, be less than i 
renerally believed, as the German Sceret Police 
may have rounded’ up various stations from timo 
fo ime and have said nothing about it, in order 
to maintain their own prestige, since the operas 
ions of such stations <ven fora short period re- 
ects badly upon the efficiency of those who are 
responsible for their supprission. ‘The news 
comes through the mails from Britain, however, 
that” there ‘seem tobe several. such stationg 
working in Britain, Various cities have reported 
that they have heard over the wavelength used 
by the Hamburg broadcasting station, that they 
are to be bombed. They have not been unduly. 
perturbed by this information, ‘since most of 
em expecta bombing a long time ago. But 
the mystery is, who has been doing the broad~ 
casting? Tho Hamburg official broadcasts have 
mentioned nothing about these bombings, and 
the broadcasts have been heard only in’ the 
locatities threatened. ‘The poblem has therefore 
been set for the British police to locate theae 
ilieit "and obviously enemy stations inside Bri~ 
ain, in the sama way as the Germans have been 
set" the task of finding the anti-Nazi_ stations 
[working inside their ‘own boundaries, The im=

Peiping, Dec. 5. 

Questioned at a press conference 
rogarding reports that Marshal Wu 
Poi-fu, China's warrior poet, who 
died yesterday afternoon, had recent. 
ly refused @ Japanese demand to head 
the army of the “Provisional Gov- 
ernment” of Peiping, a Jepancse 
spokesman sald there was no truth 
in these: rumours. 

From reliable local sourees, how- 
ever, it is leamed the Marshal hed 
‘again tuned down requests to serve 
ina “puppet” organization, insisting 
that Jopanese troops should be frst 
withdrawn from Chin. 

He had been repeatedly approzch- 
ed by the Japanese, bur adamantly 
Fefused to “co-operate” in the new 
regime, 

‘Marshal Wu Pel-fu, it is learned, 
died between 4 pam, and 5 pm, yes: 
terday, following infection coused by 
extraction of a tooth. He was at- 
tended by a local German doctor who 
was present when the Marshal died. 
Immediately afterwards, it is under- 
stood, a cordon of Japanese gon- 
darmes was thrown round the house,

ed for the frst time in the local

APPEAL TO GENEVA

Finlune’s appeal to the League in connee- 
tion with Soviet aggression, and the decision 
to summon a League of Nations Council on 
Suturday, and the Assembly on Monday are 
togieal developments resulting from the in- 
vasion of Finland, viewed within the ordinary 
processes of the League. That body, how~ 
ever, Has become so attenuated of ‘recent 
year that its decisions, whatever they may 
bbe in this instance, will be robbed of much 
of their authority by reason of the number 
of nations which are no longer members, 
and even if unanimous resolution is pas- 
“sed condemning Soviet aggression it will be 
the opinion of a comparatively small section 
‘of what was formerly an imposing body. 
‘The attitude of the various Powers towards 
this summoning of the League has not yet 
been made clear, Russia is still a member. 
It remains to be seen whether she will send 
a representative, though whatever possible 
excuse he could’ give for his Government's 
outrageous behaviour it is more than a Ii

in this matter. China is In receipt of sub- 
stantial aid from the Soviet, and to join in 
the proposed condemnation ‘of Russian out- 
rage may imperil her good relations with 
‘Moscow, and possibly the continuance of the 
supply ‘of necessary assistance, and war 
material. It is not suggested that China 
would willingly sacrifice moral principles 
for sheer expediency, but the Central Gov- 
ermment in Chungking will have to face that 
issue, and make its own decision, for the 
Soviet can strike back should it so desire.

Even they are faced with some 
difficulty, and the decisions which they may 
have to'reach may be dominated, by very 
serious and important factors, * 

In the case of Poland, though Russia as- 
sisted in carving up the country, the policy 
of Great Britain and France was not to re- 
gard Russia as an enemy in this present 

var. The view was taken that while the Al- 
ies had very definite commitments to Poland 
in the event of German aggression, the 
same obligations did not apply as against 
Russia. They will row have to decide whe- 
ther they will adopt a course of action im- 
mediately classing Russia with Germany,—for 
that is what support of any such resolution 
tas that proposed would mean—or wait until 
that decision is foreed upon them by Russian 
action in the Balkans. It may very well be 

lid that things have now reached such a 
ass that whether Russia is definitely aligned 
with Germany as an enemy of the Allies 
now, or at some not too distant future date 
is not anything which matters a great dea 
‘On the other hand there is much to be sai 
for the contention that even now everything 
should be done to prevent the present war 
developing into a world struggle, and for 
localizing hostilities as much as possible, and 
it is with both those views in mind’ tha 
Britain and France have to reach their 
ultimate decision. Thus while many of the 
nations to be represented at the League 
Couneil and Assembly meetings have their 
‘own particular problems to face, there can 
be. no eriticism whatever of Finland for 
taking the step she did, and which she was 
perfectly entitled to, even though it may 
‘create no small degree of embarrassment for 
some of the States concerned. It can only 
be hoped that, regardless of consequences, 
may be possible to bring about the necessary 
degree of unanimity which will enable the 
League roundly to condemn the invasion of 
Finland, for the time has come when prin- 
ciples must be vindicated even at the expense 
‘of expediency, and the remaining members 
of the League would display a lamentable 
degree of pusillanimity were they for such 
considerations as outlined above to refrain 
from taking the only course which in honour 
Yemiains open to them. It has been the inter- 
play of interests which has militated against 
unanimity in the League in the past, and 
such interests again prevail the League will 
have sung its swan song, and there will be 
few enough to regret its passing.

There are two very important points in 
Lord Halifax's speech in the House of Lords 
on Tuesday, in the course of which he 
dealt with Allied war and peace aims, Soviet 
‘aggression against Finland, and the protests 
of the neutral nations against the Allied 
blockade of German exports. ‘The first of 
the two is the definition of war and peace 
‘aims, and the second is the revelation that 
‘Anglo-French-Russian negotiations prior to 
‘August of this year broke down because the 
Allies would not agree to formule per- 
mitting of all that Russia has now done and 
may be contemplating. On the subject of the 
‘war aims Lord Halifax i explicit enough 

‘thout indulging in hard and fast defini 
ions at a time when it is much too early to 
do so. It is sufficient that they should be 
defined in general terms, and as he has set 
them forth he informs :the world at large 
that the Alliés are fighting for just those 
things which the democracies hold dear, and 
which men like Herr Hitler and M. Statin 
profess to despise. ‘The general purpose for 
‘which the Allies have taken up war is per- 
fectly clear. They desire that the peoples 
‘who have been deprived of thelr indepen- 
dence should recover their liberty; they 
desire to safeguard their own freedom and 
security, secking no aggrandisement, nor to 
redraw ‘the map of the world in their own 

terest. Still less are they imbued with 
‘any spirit of vengeance, though Lord Halifax 
very rightly pointed out the increasing dif 
cully of ‘maintaining that attitude in the 
hearts of the Allied peoples as the war 
rogresses. It is not the fact of war which 
‘may in the long run bring about a desire for 
vengeance, which does not at present exist, 
but the manner in which it is being _pro- 
secuted, and if the manner in which the Reich 
is pursuing the war docs eventually bring 
about a change of heart it would be no 
matter for surprise. It remains for Ger- 
many to restore the confidence which Herr 
Hitler has destroyed. Onee that is done 
then it will be possible to reach a settlement 
‘which will enable her to take her rightful 
place amongst the nations of Europe, in an 
international order ins which all people will 
be ablo to determine their political and 
‘economic life, free from the interference of 
thelr powerful neighbours. 

At needs but a very superficial ylance round 
Europe to realize what the Allied Govern- 
ments have in mind. The world has wit- 
nessed the anschluss of Austria, the dis- 
memberment of Czechoslovakia, "the parti- 
tion of Poland by Germany and Russia, and 
the subjugation—peacefully, it is true, be- 
cause they were in no position to resist— 
of Lithuania, Latvia and Esthonia, by the 
Soviet and finally the brutal invasion of 
Finland by the Red armies of the Kremli 
‘There can be no hiding the fact that not one 
smnall nation in Europe can count itsolf 
secure so long as men such as Herr Hitler 
and M, Stalin are permitted to wreak in- 
Justices on smaller and less powerful 
ations. So long as the law of the jungle, 
the rule of the tooth und claw is allowed to 
hold sway, so long must the small neutrals 
of Europe fear for their very existences, for 
ho system of international justice can ‘pos- 
sibly be based on a foundation of lying, 
hypocrisy and perfidy, and as long as the 
principles of international justice are denied 
by the possessors of considerable strength 
there can be nothing but insecurity and 

stability throughout Europe. There is left 
‘consideration of what is in reality the most 
significant passage in Lord Halifax's speech: — 

We have tried to improve our relations with 
Russia, but always maintained the position 
that the rights of third parties must remain 
intact and be unaffected by our negotiations. 

T think that events have shown’ that the 
judgment and instinct of the British Govern- 
‘ment im refusing an agreement with the 
Soviet “Government. in terms of formul@ 
covering cases of indirect aggression on the 
Baltic States were right, 

It is now plain that these formula might 
well have been the cloak for ultimate design 
and I have little doubt that the British people 
‘would prefer to face di culties rather than 
feel that we had compromised the honour of 
‘the British Commonwealth on such an issue, 

If, as it is suggested, the price of an under 
standing with Russia was the acceptance of 
arrangements whereby the Allies would 
consent to what Russia has already done and 
doing in the - Baltic countries, it is not 
surprising that the conversations at Moscow 
came to nothing, nor that Moscow went 
shopping simultaneously in Berlin. 

‘This was no occasion for Great Britain 
and France to play the parts of Judases, it 
was a role for which previous performances 
clearly demonstrated Herr Hitler was more 
than fil, and the readiness with which he 
accepted it is, in the circumstances, eloquent 
in the extreme. Had the Allies consented 
to pay the price which M. Stalin demanded, 
Germany would indeed have been encircled 
so far as east Europe is concerned with 
ring of hostility. That country even now is 
ikely to find herself in the same state before 
very many years have passed, for while Herr 
Hitler has yielded to Russia before the press 
of circumstances,—and those circumstances 
of his own creation,—it is unlikely that he 
‘can witness the rising dominance of Russia 
in the Baltic and the reduction of that sca 
to the status of a Russian lake without 
realization that sooner or later, Germany, if 
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apparently fully understand, Henco the dis- 
union reported from Berlin. ‘They see in 
Russian mancuvres in Scandinavia, the 
Baltic and south-eastern Europe the assump~ 
tion of the role of paramount influence which 
they have come to regard as traditionally 
their own. The Allies, it is clear trom Lord. 
Halifax's | statement, ' were offered terms 
probably not dissimilar from those which 
Germany has accepted, It is regrettable 
that that fact was not made clear earlier, for 
‘a better propaganda point could hardly have 
been conceived. Rather than sell the small= 
er nations out, Great Britain and France 
abandoned hope of a defensive understand~ 
ing with Russia, which turned to Germany 
and made that nation pay a high price for 
fa benevolent neutrality, the full tale of 
Which has not yet been reached. It is idle 
in the circumstances to accuse the Allies of 
being responsible for Finland's plight. They 
knew what M. Stalin wanted, and would be 
no party to the infamy which he was de~ 
signing. About that Herr Hitler had no 
qualms, and it is he and he alone who is 
particeps eriminig with M. Stalin in this cruel 
onslaught upon the dearly-won freedom of 
a youthful, and energetic nation. 








FAVOURABLE REPORTS 
Dec. 8 

Mr. Winston Churchill, First Lord of the 
Admiralty, gave an important review of the 
naval situation in this war, when he address~ 
ed the House of Commons on Wednesday, 
and one which enables the world to put re- 
‘cent occurrences in their proper perspective, 
‘The convoy system he reported was now in 
full operation, and he produced figures to 
show that it Was not only efficient but, as in 
the last war, the only real answer to sub= 
marine warfare, ‘The latter as well as war= 
fare by means of mines was being brought 
under effective control, and while it would 
be idle to think that’ some damage could 
not be done to Allied shipping there is all 
the evidence in the world to prove that it 
has been reduced practically to a minimum, 
and that the original menace has been rob= 
bed of most of its terror, Of the British 
mercantile flect about 1,000 vessels had been 
defensively armed, and ‘he stated that within 
ja comparatively short while the whole of 
the 2,000 ships would all be similarly equip- 
ped. "Referring to the losses of British ship= 
ping through enemy action Mr, Churchill 
pointed out the manner in which that had 
decreased each month since the commence- 
ment of the war, September, up-to-date, 
‘was the heaviest “month ; the convoy system 
had not been brought into action, and, be~ 
sides, the German submarines were at their 
war ‘stations days before the actual out= 
break of hostilities. ‘That fact and the ele~ 
ment of surprise was responsible for Septem= 
ber being the month in which the damage 
done was areatest. Casualties were reduced 
by one half in October, while for November, 
the losses were only two-thirds of what they: 
were in October, showing that, even with the 
advent of the new German mine, no very, 

results had been obtained, and 
ipart from the sinkings of the first few 
days this particular threat assumes no very 
reat importance, The success of the Allied 
defence of their own shipping has led the 
enemy to pay increased attention to neutral 
vessels. Substantial damage, or at least more 
than has been the case of the Allies, has 
been inflicted upon them, chiefly because 
they do not receive the protection of the 
convoy, but also because the attacker runs 
no risk of retaliation. It all represents the 
sportsmanship of shooting the sitting pheas~ 
ant. 

If, as it is claimed, some forty U-boats 
have been sunk by the Allies that is satis- 
factory, though this figure would stilt leave 
Germany with suiicient vessels of | the 
riginal fleet, and whatever may have been 
added since ‘the commencement of the war, 
to carry on the struggle with a not too seri- 
ously impaired force.

FINLAND’S FIRST ROUND 
Dec. 9. 


With the conclusion of a week's fighting 
between Soviet Russia and Finland the latter 
has shown that whatever ideas the former 
hhad about the ease with which the Finns 
could be subjugated will have to undergo a 
severe modification, for the world is im- 
pressed by the sternness of the Finnish de- 
fence, and the comparatively small. progress 
which the Russian armies have been able to 
Take ayainst it. Hostilites started off with 
the. bombing of open Finnish towns by 
Soviet ‘aeroplanes, causing considerable 
casualtiés amgnyst the civilian population, 
though it does not appear that this particular 
form of outrage was repeated too often, that 
being In all probability due to the fact that 
‘weather conditions have been against fying, 
rendering the alr arms of both sides idle, 
‘and consequently reducing the toll of eivilian 
casually which otherwise the Finns might 
have suffered. ‘The Soviet onslaught with 
all arms, in the Gult of Finland, and along 
the whole Russo-Finnish border’ up to the 
Barents Sea opened without any declaration 
of war, and It speaks well for the realistic 
view which Finnish leaders took of the wor= 
sening situation duting the past few months 
that they were adequately prepared to meet 
invasion, and whatever advantage the Rus- 
sians sought to obtain by suddenly taking 
ithe Initiative was modified by the very 
energetic defence which the Finns put 
‘The first claims to suecess which the Soviet 
put forward consisted of allegations coneern- 
ing the occupation of some of the islands 
which it has demanded in the Gulf of Fin- 
land, which the Helsinki Government very 
rightly ehose not to defend, and the entry 
into Petsamo, in the extreme north of Fin- 
land. ‘This latter: success was not of any 
lengthy duration, for the Finns rallied, and 

very. quickly threw out the invaders, 
nothing have been heard to the cei, 
It would seem that they are still in possess 
jon of the port. Along the whole line from 
the northern eoast down to the Gulf of Fin- 
land the Finns have maintained a stubborn 
resistance, fighting in outposts of the Man. 
nerheim line, inflicting considerable damage 
lupon:their enemy and up to the present not 
hhaving to retire into their permanent defence 
works 

White the telegrams which have been re~ 
‘edivedl fail to give a very clear idea of the 
Strategy of the Soviet command, there is 
suficient information available to’ permit of 
conclusions being reached as to the lines 
which are being followed. ‘There has been 
something in the nature of a demonstration 












































in force between Lake Ladoga and the Gulf 
of Finland, but the main idea of the Soviet 
Ieaders appears to be not to force their way 
inlo Finland through the thousands of lakes 
in the Karelian Peninsula, which so success- 
fully reinforce the defences of the country 
in that sector, but to strike westwards, fur- 
ther north, probably towards Uleaborg on 
the shores of the Gulf of Bothnia and per- 
haps Tornea at its head. ‘This would have 
two advantages, the first that the Petsamo 
district would be cut off from the south, and 
the second, that the lake position would be 
turned, thereby relieving the Sovict armies 
of the immense task of having to defeat the 
Finns on ground which they are particularly 
well adapted to fight. It is not likely that 
they will be able to do even this without 
suffering considerably, because they have yet 
to reach and reduce’ the Mannerheim line, 
which is not a single string of defences, but 
a belt varying in depth from five to thirty 
kilometres, which the Finns should be able 
o hold for a very considerable time. Stories 
that the Soviet troops have already pierced 
the tine would appear in the light of all-the 
available information more than a. little 
‘optimistic, and the Finnish claim thai they 
have not’ yet been driven back upon their 
stronghold is, in the light of all that has 
come to hand, probably the correct version. To 
sum up, the past week has seen no very sub- 
stantial Soviet victories. Whatever gains they 
have made are small, and they have yet to 
come up against the real Finnish strength in 
the, fortifications which have been prepared 
for it. Around Petsamo fighting is progress~ 
ing in which the Finns are inflicting severe 
losses on their enemy, fighting with a cold 
methodical fury which should be equivalent 
to many army corps. 

One of the most tragic features of this 
struggle is the appeal of the spokesman of 
the Finnish Foreign Office, asking what 
the world was going to do about the 
outrage inficted upon his country. Three 
million people fighting against 180,000,000 
face fearful odds, and it is only natural that 
hhe should ask that men and material should 
be sent to the aid of Finland. But the que 
tion is how it ean be done. For either of the 
Allies to endeavour to send troops to Fin- 
land long and precaripus lines of communica 
tion would have to be maintained across 
the North Sea to the north of Finland, for 
the Baltic is, quite obviously, closed to them. 
At the most'it would seem that all they can 
do is to supply Finland with war material, 
and even that cannot be done in quantities 
which might ultimately become necessary. 
Germany is supplying material, not because 
of any real sympathy with the Finns,— 
human tendency is for the betrayer to hate 
the betrayed because of the injury inflicted 
upon him—but rather for whatever ex- 
change it’ might be possible to acquire in 
this way. ‘The assistance given by Italy is 
probably more sincere. Rome sees the Finns 
fighting the same enemy that Italians assisted 
in defeating in Spain, but here again dis 
tances, and lines of communication prevent 
the despatch of anything but material aid, 
‘manpower being in the circumstances entire- 
ly out of the question. It is a tragic fact 
that it is as difficult to render assistance in 
men to Finland as it would have been to 
Poland, and unless some of the Finns’ neigh- 
bours go more definitely to their ald it is 
inevitable that they will be left to fight the 
attle out by themselves so far as man- 
power is concerned. The desire of Norway, 
and Sweden to keep out of trouble is fully 
understood, and sympathized with, but their 
Governments have to consider whether they 
in their turn are being threatened by 
these developments. If that is their view 
then they will serve their own interests best 
by making common cause with the Finns. 
If, however, they think otherwise it is only 
to be devoutly hoped that they will not 
ultimately find themselves to have forme 
a wrong judgment. 




















THE U.S. PROTEST 
Dee. 11. 

Why there should have been painful sur~ 
prise felt in London over the representations 
made by the United States on the subject 
of the extension of the blockade to German 
exports in neutral bottoms it is not easy 
to understand, for it will be remembered 
that when on Murch 11, 1918, a British 
Order-in-Council was promulgated under 
which all goods with enemy destination, or 
of enemy origin became liable to seizure, 
Washington took precisely the same step. In 
fits note the United States Government 
makes perfectly proper" representations, 
going on record as not approving of the 
decision of the Allies, and reserving all its 
rights under international law. Itis couched in 
mild terms considering all the cireumstances 

id_may be rightly regarded as conciliatory 
in tone. The American Note of 1915 pro- 
tested against provisions to “detain and take 
into port ships carrying goods of presumed. 
‘enemy ‘destination, ownership or origin, 
constituting a practieal assertion of’ un- 
limited belligerent rights over neutral com- 
meree within the whole European area.” 
‘There is nothing so strong as. that in the 
Note under review. ‘The situation which the 
Allies find themselves placed by the hope- 
lessly illegal manner in which the Reich is 

















prosecuting its unrestricted submarine, and 
mine warfare has necessitated the adoption 


of the most’ effective methods of reprisal, 
Jand the following of the precedent established 
in 1915 is the only really logical way of 
retaliation. It is inevitable that neutrals 
should suffer as a result, ‘They are already 
suffering from the manner in which Ger- 
many seeks to maintain a blockade of Great 
Britain, in indiscriminate sinking of neutral 

ing. ‘There is a peculiar significance in 
the passage in the American Note which 
‘says “Apart from principles of international 
Iaw whose maintenance in full integrity 
cannot be emphasized too much, since at 
present the tendency not to recognize right 
in international relations, “menaces the 
‘sceurity of peaceful nations," etc. There is 
more than a tendency on the part of Ger- 
many not to recognize right in international 
relations, and it may with safety be said that, 
since the commencement of the war the 
Reich has not hesitated to break all, and 
any international laws when .it has sulted 
fits purpose to do so. The suggestion con- 
tained in the American Note that the Allies 
should handicap themselves by a scrupulous 
regard for that law which Is continually 
breached by the Nazis, stands on about a 
par with the contention that a man attacked 
by a tough armed with a knuckle-duster 
should pay most tender respect to the 
Marquis of Queensberry’s rules. 


‘The Allies do not propose’ to sink neutral 
shipping in the manner the Reich is doing. 
‘They do propose, however, to exercise the 
right of visit, and search as developed dur~ 
ing the last war, to bring a complete 
slop to all forms of German trade as part 
of the general system of blockade. It in- 
volves neutral shipping in no danger, though 
it may subject it: to some inconvenience and 
delay. On the subject of the two classifica 
tions of trade with which the United States 
desire to see no interference, namely, those 
already contracted for prior to the enforce- 
‘ment of the Order-in-Council, and that mer~ 
chandise supplied by Germany which cannot | 
be easily found In other markets though 
necessary to American buyers to permit 
them to continue their legitimate commerce, 
there is probably some possibility of 
making such arrangements where the Allies 
will not prevent the transportation of 
essential neutral requirements from Ger- 
many, white still delivering a severe blow 
to Germany's export trade. A compromise 
in this connection should be possible with- 
‘out unduly depriving the blockade of Ger- 
man exports of the major proportion of its 
‘efficiency, and it is along these lines that 
endeavours may be expected to ensure that 
the interference with German exports shall 
do as little harm as possible to neutral in- 
terests. That neutrals do have to suffer is 
fone of the unfortunate aspects of war, but 
there is clearly no equity in the argument 
that while Germany is allowed to wreak all 
sorts of harm on neutral shipping without 
protest, the Allies in following perfectly 
egal procedure should be criticized, or that 
attempts should be made to prevent them 
following proper courses in the prosecution 
of their resistance against German attacks 
on the peace of the world. It cannot be too 
strongly emphasized that in this present 
struggle the Allies are fighting the cause of 
‘every neutral in the world, and more parti- 
‘cularly the cause of every one of the smaller 
‘countries. 




















In any consideration of this question it 
has to be remembered that every war has 
brought about a modification of preconceived | 
ideas of how warfare should be conducted. 
‘Thus the doctrine of “continuous voyage 
‘was enunciated by the U.S. Prize Courts in 
the course of the Civil War. It was sought 
at the commencement of the last war to en- 
force a blockade under the Declaration of 
London, which proved a mere filigree, and 
entirely inapplicable to the intricacies of 
naval warfare. ‘The attempt to reduce prize 
law to a code made the British blockade of 
Germany futile from August, 1914, to March, 
1915. Under its rules, food, cotton and ali 
conditional contraband’ could’ not be touched 
so long as they were being discharged at a 
neutral port, and for five months a succes 
sion of ships steamed daily through the 
Downs, bound for Holland and Scandinavia, 
laden with food and cotton for Germany. The 
discovery of the Civil War—the doctrine of 
continuous voyage—formed a precedent 
which was applied, and, when in 1915. the 
Dlockade was tightened up with prohibition 
of German export, a system was completed 
which proved one of the most effective wea~ 
pons in the hands of the Allies. It is not 
to be believed that, in such a war as thi 

where the enemy knows nothing of interna- 
tion law save how to break it, the Allies 
should be expected to forego all the ad- 
vantages which superior naval strength un- 
doubtedly gives them. If such a contention 
‘could be upheld for one moment its prin- 
cipal raison d’étre would have completely 
disappeared and a powerful leet would be de~ 
prived of one of its strongest means 
of imposing the Allied will upon Germany 
in the shape of the blockade. That the 
Blockade should be made as cffective as 
possible is an imperative necessity so far as 
the Allies are concerned, and, while every 
effort will undoubtedly be made to mect the 














wishes of the neutral protesting countries, 
it is obviously unreasonable to expect that 





whatever compromises may have to be made 
should be such as completely to nullity the 
effect of one of the Allies’ major weapons 
in this struggle. 
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THE WEEK’S SURVEY 
Dee. 12, 

The past week has been a comparatively 
uneventful one so far as the war between 
the Allies and Germany is concerned, and 
that strange inaction which has been noticed 
since the outbreak of hostilities has with 
very slight exceptions been maintained. It 
is unlikely ‘that there will be any major 
developments on the western front until the 
spring, and, while Germany maintains 
certain amount of activity by submarine and 
aeroplane, nothing has occurred from a 
strategic point of view which would have 
any particular bearing on the outcome of 
the struggle. Those who contend that -both 
sides are “pulling theit’ punches” "are re- 
garding this war in the light of the last, 
whereas it is becoming. increasingly plain 
that a very different set of criteria are com- 
Ing into operation, Those, who criticize the 
‘apparent inaetivity of the Allied. air. arm, 
‘must remember that raids on German naval 
stations to be successful necessitate flying 
low enough to be reasonably sure of hitting 
bombing targets. To do this the element of 
surprise must to avery. great extent be 
Gepended upon, so that if such raids occur 
with too great a frequency. the surprise 
factor disappears and the raids lose much 
of their efficiency. ‘That consideration 
Operates just as effectively from the German 
point of view, and the fact that attempts 
fare not made’ oftener than they are upon 
British naval stations may be attributed 
greatly to that fact. The German war 
‘against Allied and neutral shipping is pro- 
secuted with considerable energy, but the 
results obtained so far are in no way com- 
parable with those which the "Germans 
secured in the last war, and the claim that 
the submarine menace’ is now well under 
control appears in the cireumstances to be 
fully justified. In general the balance sheet 
‘may still be regarded as favouring. the 
Allies, for the economic blockade {s in full 
‘operation with the time factor completely in 
favour of the Allies in whatever aspect it 
is viewed. 

‘Thus while this particular aspect of Euro- 
pean affairs may’ seem uninteresting, the 
same cannot be sald about the other strugsle 
Which is going on between Finland and 
Soviet Russia. It is an established fact that 
the Finns have offered a surprising resist 
ance to Soviet onslaughts, and despite the 
‘overwhelming superiority in men’ and 
material which the Soviet undoubtedly 
possesses, all possibility of a Bltzkrieg,—that 
{gnis fatius which still attracts some Euco- 
pean schools of thought,—has been. trans- 
formed by Finnish resistance into less of a 
one-sided struggle, and the fact that Moszow 
@eems it necessary. further to reinforce its 
armies seeking to penetrate into Finland is 
ample proof of the manner in which the 
are meeting and holding the invader 
the south-cast of the Karelian Peninsula the 
Russians appear fo have made very little 
headway, possibly because of the greater 
endeavours being made further north to 
strike across the “wasp-waist” of Finland 
to reach the Baltic either in the neighbour- 
hood of Uleaborg or Tornea. Even there 
the Finns have held their enemy and it is 
boing borne in upon Moscow that the utiliza- 
tion of greater forces alone offers a chance 
of reducing the Finnish opposition. The 
Finns also still hold Petsamo, and while the 
port may not be of much value to them as 
@ means of communication with the outer 
‘world, because of the Russian blockade, the 
fact that the Finns were able to recapture 

from the Russians speaks volumes. for 
their own bravery and endurance, while 
simultaneously raising doubts in the minds 
fof many observers. whether the Russian 
military machine after’ all is quite the 
efficient weapon which the Kremlin has cor 
fidontly claimed it to be. In this connection 
it needs to be remembered that the opposing 
forces are both accustomed to the rigorous 
climatic conditions which they are experienc 
ing and that the Finns thereby derive no 
especial advantage, and, while the lakes and 
forests do serve as natural strengthening of 
artificial defences, they in turn present nothing 
to which the Russian forces should not be used 
It may be taken for granted, therefore, that 
the issue is between a highly efficent. but 
small nation, and a much larger one whose 
‘army may prove in the ultimate result. to 
be not quite of the high quality which has 
been claimed for it. ‘That that might place 
the successes of the Soviet army in Noman- 
han and Changkufeng, this year and last, in 
an entirely different light is entirely beside 
the point. ‘The fact is that the Soviet is not 
receiving that walk-over which it confidently 
expected it would have. 

‘The appeal of Finland to the League of 
Nations has already been described as a per~ 
fectly proper one in the circumstances, but 
it is doubiful in the extreme what particular 
benefit it will be possible to derive from it. 
Theoretically there should be no. diMieully 
in securing that condemnation of Soviet 
Russia whieh its conduct undoubtedly de- 
serves, and in principle that should be forth- 
‘coming. But the nearer some of the eoun- 
ties, members of the League, are to Ger 
imany and Russia, the less ‘enthusiasin is 
there amongst them for resort to the final 
decisions of the League, To secure the pas- 
sage of a resolution of condemnation or 
expulsion from the League it will be neces- 
sary to obtain a. unanimous vote. Great 
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Britain and France may decide to support 
such a resolution, but what of other nations ? 
‘Many of them near or abutting on German 
and Russian boundaries will doubtless be 
inspired by the Tear of taking such action 
which Russia may decide as unfriendly to 
her. ‘They may feel with some degree of 
reason that they should do nothing further 
relations between themselves 
t, while in the case of China 
which has, it is reported, deeided to take no 
hand in the matter, fear of the withdrawal 
‘of Soviet support in Ci struggle with 
Japan has proved the dominating factor, 
demonstrating that even China, who has not 
hesitated to condemn others for following 
the same policy, has not hesitated to sub- 
ordinate principle to expediency. She is not 
to be blamed for that, for the world has 
established {0 many precedents, while it has 
also to be remembered that the vindication 
of principles cannot always be achieved by 
the most direct methods. If the League 
consequently fails to take such action as Fin- 
land desires, it will not be unexpected. ‘That 
does not mean that there is any lack of 
sympathy with her in her struggle, or that 
whatever help is possible will not be ex- 
fended to her, though even that may be 
found increasingly difficult as time passes.

British Merchant Marine

‘There 
isno need to seek to disparage the quatification 
fof men of other nationalities who may’ at present 
‘occupy those positions, It is not suggested. that 
they are any’ less ‘capable of running a ship 
than the Britons whom they displace, The res 

point at issue is thit. If there are any othe 
nations which permit the oflicering of ‘their 
vessels by ‘Britons, then the doctrine of re- 
ciprocity demands that their people should ‘be 
permittee to act as oMlecrs. on British ships. 
But how many nations do this? Unless there 
is that reciprocity then the British mercantile 
office is. in’ justice entitled to regard British 
shipping. ax the exchisive eld: for his, service 

and only when every qualified Briton had been 
found a position should the entrance of aliens 
{into the profession be permitied. It is feared 























that some owners inspired by the desire to make 





foreign officers merely because they can be 
oblained at lower rates of pay that Britons

‘An attack on Great Britain, in 
the course of which he is reported 
to have said that “should we, people 
of the East Asiatic race, wish to 
continue our existence, we must rise 
and drive out the malicious influence 
of Britain from East Asia,” was made 
by the Japanese military spokesman 
here, in the course of a speech be- 
fore’ a group of Chinese journalists. 

“Britain now possesses 40 per cent. 
of the world’s total financial resources, 
and is still unsatiated, trying to grab 
Privileges cverwyhere. Under the 
cover of the League of Nations she 
tries to oust any country which shows 
the slightest indication of not observ- 
ing her wishes. A number of coun- 
fries (the Chungking “Government 
included) are still willing, however, 
{to co-operate with Britain. 

‘Britain. treats every country in 
the same manner, even the United 
States, which has the same language, 
‘and whose people are of the same 
Facial. stock. Britain won the last 
World War with the financial backing 
of the United States, but the result 
was that she dishonoured her loan 
obligations, and instead enlarged her 
markets in North America, and com- 
peted with American products. 

“Are Britain's intrigues not fright- 
ful?” Britain has. used her influence 
with the Chungking Government. to 
prolong the Sino-Japanese hostilities, 
fo exhaust Japan's national strength, 
in order to reap benefits for herself. 
‘Tht Kuomintang régime has failed 10 
understand her intrigues, with the 
result that the hostilities could not 
be concluded, and peace could not be 
realized, 

“There is no way out except to 
overthrow Britain. Being  journal- 
{sts, T ope you will remember this, 
‘and expose Britain's tricks to the 
‘Chinese public.” 

‘The spokesman is also quoted as 
saying that he hed graduated from 
‘an American University, and had 
stayed abroad for seven years, “and 
therefore T am well-informed regard- 
Ing world events."—Reuter.

‘Shanghai, Dee. 9. 

Although they were not meh in 
evidence in the market, the newly 
Drinted second isstte of $500,000 one- 
feent and ive-cent notes was dis: 
tributed by the Shanghai Branch of 
the Central Bank of China yester- 
day to, other banks and big firms 
only, It was tearned that they had 
‘adopted a policy of gradual distribu- 
ion’ and refrained front giving the 
now notes to small exchange shop 
‘managers or merchants so as to pre- 
vent hoarding which is one of the 
reasons of shortage sulfered by the 
public after the eireulation of the 
frst issue of the same amount of 
ent notes. 

‘Chinese banks, both foreign style 
and. native, were given the new 
hiotes the value of whieh Fanged from 
$100 to $800. Big firms and depast 
ment stores were each given several 
hundred dollars worth of the notes. 
Other commercial houses have re 
istered for obtaining the notes but 
the bank ometals will have to study 
their demands carefully before actual 
distribution. 

The Chinese even

Another 
bore a licence plate marked “S.D.P. 
‘Two bore the lag of a leading nation 
represented in the Shanghat com- 
munity, ‘The remainder belonged ap- 
parently to certain privileged per- 
Sons. All the ears referred to were 
allowed by the Police to remain in 
position for a. considerable time 
Whereas other cars which were lined 
up ina long procession behind could 
not move or draw up at the kerb in 
front of the theatre. “Most of the 
cars in question remained stationary 
for at least ten minutes while the 
‘occupants were bidding farewells to 
teach other and conversing in front of 
the theatre, ‘There were two repre- 
sentatives of the Police in charge of 
trafic, one a foreign and one a 
Chinese sergeant. The Chinese. ser~ 
geant, on being appealed to with a 
View to putting the traiMe in cireula- 
tion, pointed to the special plates and 
flags ‘and referred to the sergeant 
In-eharge ; he, however was busy 
centering notes in his note book and 
took no action whatsoever, 

T feel sure that the oceupants of

‘owing to the surroundings in which 
they were brought up. 
Brains v. ands 
Marx's socialism emphasized the 
class struggle, and he was a great 
exponent. of the “surplus valu 
theory. He did not, however, sub- 
seribe to the socialistic theory’ that 
each worker ought to receive the full 
Value of his own production, but held 
hat production was a co-operative 
process. and as it was impossible to say 
how much any individual had pro- 
duced, the right to the whole produce

SEA-SIEGE 
By Grorruy Bowtss 


Englishmen have regained their trust in 
the sea. ‘This war will justify their trust, 
for it will be won by sea-siege: that is t0 
say, by capturing enemy cargoes while con 
voying our own. Modern war is matter 
of cargoes; the side that gets the cargoes 
wins the war. Sea-siege is decisive of itself 
and involves the minimum of killing. Even 
when the siege is challenged, the consequent 
Aghting involves losses that are bearable. 
‘The business of the British Navy Is to sce 
that, as few merchant ships as possible are 
sunk, Warships may, of course, get sunk in 
exercising sea-siege and in convoying. Suc~ 
ess(ul sea-sicge, although decisively power~ 
ful, ealls for so litle violence that even some 
warships may go through a whole war with- 
out ever hearing the order to “Bring the 
Guns to the Ready.” Our captures are twice 
as effective as enemy submarine sinkings be- 
cause a capture, like a vote, “counts two 
‘on a division.” 

Blood-and-mud-minded Continental sold- 
fers may think that wars can be won only 
by ieilling and destruction. British wars 
should, on the contrary, be won by depriva- 
tion instead of by Killing, and by preservation 
of captured goods instead of by destruction. 
‘The soldier-mind sent to sea ean only think 
of sinking; the seaman preserves and cap- 
tures for his own use the enemy's goods, and 
so wins the war. The peoples and’ the 
armies and. the industries of the North are 
all sustained from the tropics. The war 
effort of @ nation soon Ianguishes without 
such commodities as cotton, nitrates, phos 
hates, rubber, palm-oll and other tropical

Broadeasting to America the othee 
night, the Dowager Lady Readiny, 
gave’ a stirring account of what 
‘women are doing in this war. In the 
last one they were at first a litte 
difident—still, as “Diana of the Cross- 
ways" puts it, under the Influence of 
Cape Turk and Point Seraglio—but 
everyone knows what they did inthe: 
end. This time they were, so to. 
‘speak, springing to arms before the 
bugle’ had sounded. When the war 
broke out, Lady Reading sald, 370,000 | 
women had already enrolled in ‘the| 
Women’s Volunteer Service and to- 
day most of the women's corps are| 
turning away applicants. 

‘There are, of course, some who ex- 
cite derision and even irritation. 
‘eminent ladies who love to get. into 
uniforms and look important. In| 
times of peace they erowd onto plat-| 
forms at’ publie meetings and com-| 
Pele for ‘bouquets. I” heard one| 
woman recently exclaim that it 
seemed impossible for any woman to 
wear a uniform without an outsize| 
head ‘to. match. "Well, there are| 
plenty of men like them.
